Ten Years for Taylor. 

— At Cal- 
booa to-day shortly before noon the 
jury In the case of Bryan Taylor, 
charged with killing Joseph Logsdon 
In Owensboro last January, brought 
In a verdict of ten years In the peni- 
tentiary. The case was remanded to 
the McLean Cirenit Court on motion 
lor a change of venne, made at the re- 
cent term of the Daviess Circuit Court 
and was called for trial on Toeaday 
morning. May a. The beariag of 
testimony was concluded last Friday 
and the arguments of counsel were 
not closed until yesterday afternoon 
at 3:15 o’clock, when the case was 
submitted to the jury. The verdict 
of ten years’ impriaonment was a sur- 
prise, and has received unreserved 
condemnation here. The killing of 
Logsdon was regarded here as a cold- 
blo^ed murder, and it was on ac 
count of the intense feeling aroused 
concerning the tragedy that a change 
of venue was granted to McLean 
county. It was expected that a ver 
diet of death or Imprisonment for life 
wonld be rendered in the event of any 
agreemeat at all by the jury.

Speech of Commendation by 

Bishop Fallows — The Res- 
olutions Adopted. 

Chicago, May 7.— Throe mass mect- 
iegs were held in Chicago to-day to 
voiee approval ol the poli^ of the Ad- 
ministration with reference to the 
Philippine Islands, and to protest 
against the oenlimenta exprea^ lost 
Snnday at the “anti-expansion” 
meeting In Central Mnsic Hall. To- 
day's meetings were held in the Andi- 
torinm. Central Mnsic Hall and the 
First Methodist church, end in spite 
ol the inclement westher the aggre- 
gsle ol attendance was probably ten 
thousand. 

The preaiding officers of the three 
meetings were Jndge Oliver H. Hor- 
ton, ex Jndge John Barton Payne and 
Thomas B. Bryan. At the Auditor- 
ium meeting as at the other two 
gatherings ever mention of President 
McKinley or Admiral Dewey brought 
forth thnnders of applause. 

BISHOP fallows' appeoval. 

Bishop Samuel Fallows spoke as 
follows: 

“Americans patriotism is not a 
weeping and widling and gniuhing 
of the teeth becanse Americans sol- 
diera and sailors have jnst been add- 
ing, throngh Divine providence, a 
new and Imperishable Ituter to onr 
family name. 

“The flag which has waved in glory 
over expanding country from 1776 to 
1899, under which the rennited sol- 
diery of the Blue and Gray, with their 
valorous, patriotic sons, have so 
splendidiy striven together, will not 
be shot down, at the range of 10,000 
miles, with the snlphurons paper 
wads of a Boston pamphleteer. 

“Not money, not Inst ol conquest, 
not desire of t^ritorial expansion be- 
nn the Spanlsh-Americans war, but 
humanity. In its every phrase of 
anguish and suffering humanity has 
continued and crowned American 
chivalry with cverlrmting honor. 
And in God's good time, which we 
ferventlv pray may spe^ily, come, 
hnmanity shall bring it to a trinm 
pbant close. 

"All hail to the nation's chieL on 
whom rests the burden ol the whole 
nation's responslbllt^. Heaven for- 
bid that we should add one scruple to 
its fearful weight by nnjnst criticism 
and inconsiderate ortion. Rather, let 
lu show by onr loyal devotion that 
without distloction of party or sect 
we will gladly help him bear iL 

“We all know that the President ol 
the United States is not an angelAnd 
lam particularly glad at thia time 
that he is not, that he is one of onr- 
lolks still. But he is neither a dicta 
tor nor a tyrant, nor a king, nor an 
imperator. He is simply an old-fash- 
ioned, broad-minded, large-hearted, 
law-enforcing, typical American, ol 
onr own Abraham Lincoln stripe, 

“Most heartily, therefore, do I ap- 
prove of strengthening the bands ol | 
the people-lovlng,the people consult- 
ing and the people reflecting Wil 
liam McKinley. God bless him." 

The following resolutions were read 
by Gen. John C Black and adopted 
nnanimonaly at all of the meetings: 

THE BKSOLUTIONS. 

“First — We rei^nize tbat a condi- 
tion ol war prevails in the Philippine 
Islands between the Government ol 
the United States and certain men 
who are in inanrrectloa against the 
lawful authority ol the United States. 
We believe that such conditioiu of In- 
Bunection has arisen from a course ol 
events which, when once Institnted, 
has moved and irresistible seqnence 
to the present situation; that this 
course ol events began with the bar- 
barities practiced by the Spanish Gov- 
ernment toward the inhabitants of the 
island of Cuba. These barbarities 
were contlnned by the Spanish su- 
tboritics in spite ol our protestations 
and entreatlea through a series ol 
years lor an amelioration of these 
dreadful conditions, and finally cul- 
minated in the destruction ol our war 
vessel, the Maine, in the harbor of 
Havana. Every step which followed 
has been Inevitable sequent of the 
preceding events — war between the 
two natlona, the success of American 
arms and the consequence which at- 
tach to the conquest of an armed loe. 
Among these conseqnences were the 
occupation of the Philippine Islands 
by the American naval and military 
forces and the snbstitntion daring the 
remainder ol the war of a sovereignty 
of the conqueror for that of the con- 
quered. It the Philippine Islands, 
with the exception ol a single year, 
Spanish sovenrignty has bm com- 
plete since the Sixteenth century 
Spain collected the taxes, held the 
fortifications, appointed all the civil 
officers, Spanish viceroys, Spanish 
judges, Spanish courts ^ministered 
tba laws which were proclaimed by 
the Spanish Government and enforced 
by the Spanish army and navy. The 
sudden destruction ol this sovereignty 
compelled the substitution of the 
sovereignty ol the conqueror. No 
othet Government In the archlpelau 
was competent to receive the authori- 
ty surrendered by Spain. Our Gov- 
ernment bad to accept and asaume 
the reaponsibllities of the altnation 
and execute the dqtles devolved upon 
it by the change in the adminUtration 
of the laws. The only altenutlve 
was to surrender the Islands to aa 
areby or to foreign and selfish Inter- 
vention. Neither coarse was comp^ 
ble with duty or with the dictates 
of humanity. Therefore, after the 
conquest in the harbor of Manila, it 
was incumbent on our Goveramcat 
to protect life and property throngh- 
out the archipelago. 

"Wa recognize and declare the foeta 
to be that, from the sytb day of Aug- 
ust, 1898, natil the 4U1 day of Feb- 
ruary, 18^, ponce preveilad in Manila 
undsr the protactlon of American 
arms; tbat, on the day lost named, 
an inanrgeat force asoallad our army 
fortlfiatioos and encampments, under 
the cover of darkneoe, and by this iwt 
of aggression inaugurated hoatllitles, 
the first result ol which was Intended 
to be wholesale massacre and the de- 
struction of property within the city. 

“We incite with sorrow the fact 
tbat thacblef encouragement eztendsd 
to the inaurgenU bos been Irom some 
miagnided follow citizene; and to 
them must be aacribod much of the 
bloodshed and min which has iollow- 
od. 

“We liuther declara tbat the Gov- 
ernment of the United States has 
sought in every bonotable way to le-

mission fully authorized to treat with 
the insurgents and to offer them peace 
and amneaty, and by the action ol 
onr military and naval anthoritlca, 
who have at all timea been ready to 
protect thoee who wonld anrrender 
their arms and ceaae their warfare 
egahigj the Government of the United 
^tea. 

“We point to the tact that tbeoe ef- 
forta of peace have been continuously 
rejected by the Insurgents, until It 
bmme manifest even to them that 
they were waging s hopeless wer. 

“Second — We declare our belief in 
the high honor sod just action of onr 
army and navy in the Philippine 
lalanda. We believe that onr Gov- 
ernment has taken every step tbat it 
sbonld take to aecnic peace and order. 
We believe tbat the Administration 
representing the Government has 
highly and tally discharged lu duty 
in the premises. We consider it onr 
part to share the bnrdena ol onr Gov- 
ernment rather tban'to embairaas iu 
eflorU and thus prolong the conflict 
ol anna. 

“Third — We know that at thU very 
bonr onr aoldlera in arms are lace to 
fece with en armed foe; and nntil the 
close of hoatilitles we know only onr 
country, its army and navy, and lu 
Exeentive. We pledge to them while 
onr flag shall be In tottle onr unlal- i 
‘ taring support. ; 

“Fourth — We as Americans Uke | 
pride in the achievmenU ol onr army 
and navy, both in the war with Spain ! 
and in the present military operations ' 
! in the Island of Luzon. The heroism 
of officers and men alike have khed 
renewed luster on American arms 
The canae in which they have tongbt 
was and if a joat one. They are now 
fighting tor tke aecnrity of the Uvea 
ol peaceable non-combstsnU through- 
ont the archipelago, sod In just re 
prisal of an unprovoked attack. We 
believe that the sending of seditions 
appeals to the American troops, en- 
gaged In hoatilltlea, ia an set ol treas- 
onable character, and that every ap 
peal to them to abendon their colon 
or disregard their duty aa soldien 
meriU the lasting condemnation of 
every patriot. 

“Fifth — The Government oi the 
United SUtes shonld be, and we be- 
lieve will be, true to iU principles In 
the disposition of all qaestiona tbat 
may arise In the tatnre in our rela- 
tionship with the people of the Phil- 
ippine Islands. 

"Sixth— We regard Ihe great laane 
of the hour to be the ancceas of our 
conntry in the performance of the 
dnty which It owes to clvlUzatioo. 
Until thU la aasnred— nntil armed in 
surrection bos ceased — we have no 
terma to ofler bat the American terms 
of unconditional surrender, “
